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The dramatic resignations of four members of 
the Finance Committee is no loss to the town. In- 
dividually fine fellows, their action has been one to 
clear the Bir, and to give Wilmington an opportunity 
to get a Finance Committee that can be of worth 
to the community, -— 

_A Finance Committee can be of value, When ¢on- 
troversies exist, an independent body which will step 
in and call the facts as they find them can be of real 
service, 

But there is another kind of Finance Committee, 
thé kind that plays politics, Such a committee is of 
no value to the town it serves, 

Remember the Ballardvale Street deal? The Fi- 
nance Committee could have stepped in and performed 
a real service ~ not by taking sides, but by telling the 
town the truth, without fear or, favor, 

Instead the truth was hidden behindan Executive 
Curtain on the part of certain selectmen, from which 
the public was pointedly excluded, It was at that point, 
in the belief ofthis paper, that the Finance Committee 
of Wilmington began to slide down the path of political 
irresponsibility. 

Soon afterwards the Finance Committee began to 
try a take over ofthe functions of the Planning Board, 
This was the board that had started the ruckus about 
the Ballardvale Street proposals in the first place, 
and one may suspect why the Finance Committee acted 
as they did on subsequent zoning articles, 

In recent months, now that there has been a 
change in the Board of Selectmen, the Finance Com- 
mittee has tried to take over the functions of that 
board, 

The proposals for Longevity, so long argued in 
the Town Meeting just passed, started when a member 
of the Finance Committee and the then Town Manager 
originated the idea, in a conference with a committee 
of Town Employees, That same Finance Committee 
man led the fight against Longevity in the recent town 
meeting, to the bewilderment of the town employees, 

The Town Manager waited for two months last 
winter for some sign of action from the Finance Com- 
mittee, about the budget. He presented it in Decem- 
ber, and heard nothing until nearly Town Meeting time 

He was, in effect, working not for five Selectmen 
but for fourteen, 

Now the air hasbeenclearéd by the resignations, 
which, in the last analysis, were childish, 

Wilmington can now settle downto work with men 
who, it can be hoped, will hold their duties in proper 
Perspective, and not play politics,

Not like the Old Days 


It was back in 1845 that the Bos- 
ton & Maine Railroad was con- 
structed through North Wilmington 
and Reading to Boston, The first 
train ran on July 4th of that year, 
and there were big doings on that 
day, 

The work of laying tracks, in 
those days, was strictly a hand 
labor business, Drive inthe spikes 
with hammers, Lug the ties by hand 
Heigh Ho, Me Hearties! 

As time progressed heavier and 
heavier rails were used, andat the 
end, before the last passenger train 
stopped running, the rails were 115 
pounds in weight, for each yard 
of length, 

Now the heavy rail is being re- 
placed, by one that is only 85 lbs 
per yard, The B&M intends to 
use the heavy rail elsewhere, it 
seems, 

So how is the work done? By 
the latest machinery, of course, 
A machine goes down the tracks 
and pulls out the spikes, and a 
huge gas powered crane picks up 
and lays down the rails, 

Not like the old days at all, 
In fact, when the rails were first 
laid the railroad employees did 
not have to worry about finding 
sand in the gas tanks, when they 
returned next morning to the job. 

But today they have to, for it 
has happened, more than once, in 
the past week.

FinCom quits 


As of Wednesday evening Wil- 
mington’s Finance Committee had 
but two members, Henry Stuart of 
Beech Street, and Charles Burt 
of Carson Avenue. Others, who had 
been appointed, had not yet taken 
the oath of office before the Town 
Cierk, 

Town officials were not particu- 
larly worried about this, even 
though there had been a series of 
almost peculiar actions during the 
Past few days. 

The lack ofa Finance Committee 
will not hinder action in the Special 
Town Meeting, The by-laws are 
clear on this point, and Chairman 
Lloyd Bender of the Board of Se- 
lectmen, aithough expressing con- 
cern that’ personal attitudes were 
Placed above the good of the town, 
felt that the town government will 


*=/‘continue to function as usual. 


The series of events started last 
Saturday, when Bender, Moderator 
Simon Cutter and Richard Barry of 
the Finance Committee met to 
name new members. (see below) 

Monday at 8:44 a.m, the Town 
Clerk was handed the resignations 
of four members of the Finance 
Committee - George Boylen, Neil 
Joyce, John Hayward and William 
Stickney, 

This act, which seemed to be 
intended to dramatize the situation, 
only confirmed that the Finance 
Committee was acting from per- 
Sonal or political consideration, 

Only one person in the town hall 
Seemed to be perturbed about the 
Situation, Selectman James Miceli, 
who spoke at some length at the 
Monday evening meeting of the 
Board of Selectmen,

Bender then nominated Joseph 
F, Courtney, citing his degrees and 
the the positions he had held, and 
Charles F, Burt, citing his degree 
of Master of Business Administra- 
tion, and Bruce MacDonald of 
Chestnut Street, for many years 
a member of the Board of Appeals, 

For the unexpiredterms, Bender 
nominated Richard Barry, and Carl 
Gubelint, 

Barry nominated Gubelini, him-

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self, and Milton Bradford of Doro- 
thy Avenue. 

Cutter made no nomination. 

Barry spoke up to say that ‘Mr. 
Courtney might be perhaps a good 
man on the Finance Committee - 
but he may have aconflict of inter- 
est.’ He said that he did not want 
to nominate anyone for the other 
two positions ‘until the Town Coun- 
sel rules otherwise’. 

George Boylen asked if he could 
speak. Cutter stated that he under- 
stood himself to be the chairman 
of the meeting, and that the conver- 
sation should be limited tothose in 
the meeting. Neither Barry or 
Bender said anything on this point, 

Barry then said that he was 
‘curlous to know why’ Bender did 
not want to nominate either himself 
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(Barry) or Gubelini for the full 
terms. 

Bender; ‘In my judgement it is 
in the best interests of the town, 
I believe that that the finance Com- 
mittee should be restored to the 
area for which it was created, and 
get out of the political area.’ 

Bender then called for a vote; he 

voted for Courtney, Burt, and Mac- 
Donald, Barry cast three votes 
for his three nominees and none 
for the two unexpired term posi- 
tions, 
Cutter then voted for Courtney, 
Burt and Bradford, For the two 
unexpired terms he voted for Barry 
and Gubelini.

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Selectmen’s Meeting 


‘The appointment of Alan Altmarr 
as Town Counsel, the naming of 
four members of the newly created 
Urban Renewal Authority, and ap- 
pointments to the Permanent Buil- 
ding Committee, Board of Appeals, 
and Board of Registrars was the 
main business of the Selectmen’s 
meeting, Monday evening. 

Altman, who has served as Act- 
ing Town Counsel since the resig- 
nation of Philip Buzzell several 
months ago, was nominated for the 
Position by Selectman Black, Si- 
mon Cutter, nominated by Select- 
man Miceli, was the only other 
contender for the position, The 
vote was three to one, with Black, 
Niles, and Drew voting for Altman, 
while Miceli voted for Cutter, 

Named to the newly-created Ur- 
ban Renewal Authority were Joseph 
Sottile, Raymond McNamara, Rob- 
ert Leahy and Nicholas DeFelice. 
Others nominated for the positions 
were former selectman Rene La- 
Rivee and Robert Smith of Ridge 
Road. 

DeFelice, who was present at 
the meeting, at first declined Ben- 
der’s nomination, Bender called 
for a vote in spite of DeFelice’s 
Protestations, andthe reluctant no- 
minee received unanimous appro- 
val, The solidity of his backing 
brought a change of heart inDeFe- 
lice, who then decided to accept. 
(Mr DeFelice has since said he 
cannot accept because of the 
press of other business. Ed.)

Mrs, Drew, who had nominated 
LaRivee for the Authority, ex- 
pressed her disappointment at his 
failure to receive the necessary 
votes. Niles suggested that LaRi- 
vee would make an excellent mem- 
ber for the tentatively proposed 
Charter Committee for review of 
the Town Manager Act Charter. 
He suggested that the subject of 
creating such a committee be 
Placed on the agenda for the April

Student Board of Selectmen 

The Board of Selectmen gave 
over an hour of their time to ob- 
servation and helpful commentary 
on a mock selectmen’s meeting 
conducted by five student ‘select- 
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men’ and a student ‘town manager’. 
As a part of a continuing student 
government program conducted by 
the League of Women Voters, stu- 
dent ‘selectmen’ Fay D’Avignon, 
Wesley Kobylak, John Harrington, 
Michael O’Reilly, and Chairman 
Bob Given, and student ‘town mana- 
ger’ Mike Caira presented their 
suggestions and recommendations 
for the town, 

A note of urgency found its way 
into the meeting with the discus- 
sion of the Ipswich Watershed Bill, 
(House 1115), Bender reported that 
a revised version of the bill, which 
Proposes to make Wilmington a 
water impounding area for the be- 
nefit of drought-stricken down- 
stream communities, will be heard 
by the legislative committee on 
April 5. He urged members ofthe 
Board and townspeople to attend the 
hearing. 

Bender said the effects of the 
bill, if passed, on the town of Wil- 
mington would be ‘Devastating’. 
Mrs, Drew added, ‘We might as 
well not have a town, if this bill ts 
passed,’ 

The Board urged all citizens of 
the town who are interested in pro- 
tecting their homes from the inun- 
dation that would result from the 
Passage of House Bill 1115 to 
write to Governor Volpe and the 
Chairman of the Joint Committee 
on Water Resources expressing 
their opposition to the bill, 

The student ‘Board of Selectmen’ 
unanimously gpproved a proposal 
to write to the Governor and their 
legislative representatives pro- 
testing the bill. The Selectmen 
moved a letter of request be sent 
to Superintendent of Schools Har- 
old Shea requesting that the student 
‘selectmen’ and ‘town manager’ be 
permitted to attend the legislative 
hearings on the bill. 

During their mock session, the 
students made a number of sugges- 
tions and recommednadions, chief 
among them a plea of urgency for 
a new library and a proposal for a 
teenage employment service to be 
operated by the town, Bender told 
the students that the Board was as 


discontented with the lack of pro- 
gress on the library as they were, 
but they were hopeful that it would 
be programmed sometime this 
year, 

Discussion of the teenage em- 
ployment service ledto the sugges- 
tion that thé students set it up and 
operate it themselves, Further 
commentary and conversation sug- 
gested that the students intend to 
take some concrete steps in that 
direction, 
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Finance Committee 

Unspoken throughout most ofthe 
meeting, but very much present in 
the form of a front page headline 
newspaper story spread squarely 
on the table in front of Selectman 
Miceli, wasthe question of the re~ 
cent upheaval in the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

Miceli awaited his chance, and 
when ‘new business’ was reached 
‘on the agenda, asked permission to 
comment on the subject. 

Bender sald that since the hour 
was so late (11:00 pm) he felt the 
Board should decide between taking 
up ‘new business’ or the review 
of the warrent articles for the 
Special Town Meeting. 

Black pointed out that since ‘new 
business was listed on the agenda, 
he felt that they should proceed 
with it, 

Miceli said he wanted to state 
for the record that he, asa select- 
man, felt that the loss of Carlo 
Gubellini and Richard Barry tothe 
Finance Committee was a ‘tragic 
one’, He declared that it wastime 
for ‘cooler heads’ to prevail onthe 
question of the protest resignation 
of four other members of the Fi-

The Wilmington Planning Board, 
Tuesday, approved the proposed 
changes in the Zoning By Law 
(Article 5 in the Special Town 
Meeting Monday), to allow a stad-

The restrictions concern park- 
ing limitations, and height limita~ 
tions, 

The paramount question in the 
evening’s debate concerned the 
questions about parking. The pro- 
posed by law would allow one park- 
ing space for every five persons 
who could be seated at the stadium 
and the arena, 

The town’s present by law allows 
parking only at a ratioofone space 
for every four persons. 

In atabulation, shortly before the 
final vote, Banda and Rounds voted 
in favor of the five to one ratio, 
while Chairman Gillis, Mrs McKie 
and Emil Berger voted in favor of 
the four to one ratio, 

The second question, which took 
much less time to discuss, con- 
cerned the height limitations, 

Proposed was a change in the 
by-laws which would allow stad- 
jums and arenas to build to a 
height of 225 feet, 

The board voted unanimously to 
restrict the 225 foot limit to stad- 
jums only, They agreed that ifthe 
Mmitation were made available to 
arenas as well, there could be a 
possibility of other arenas being 
proposed for Wilmington, In their 
discussions the board mentioned 
that the proponents for the stadium 
did not desire an extra height 
limitations for the arena, which is 
to be a separate part of the sports 
structure, 

A further Limitation, which was 
in the final motion, related to 
sporting events which include ve- 
hicle and animal racing,
